The American 
Eaglet could not possibly have scream- 
ed louder in the United States on the 
Fourth of July than it did on that back 
Street of a munition town in France.

There seems to be some difference 
of opinion on the. relative importance 
of certain historic characters connect- 
ed with the American Revolution, 


Lafayete is inseparately associated in 
the mind of young France with the 
United States ang all it stands for. 
George Washington wasn’t mentioned. 

According to the juvenile: French 
version, Lafayette saved America. 
This was the most glorious achieve- 
ment in the history of the world. Sin- 
gle banded and alone Lafayette sowed 
the seeds of liberty in the United 
States that has spread from the At: 
lantic to the Pacific and fired the souls 
of a hundred million people. When the 
American colonies were in a death 
struggle with the Hanoverian monster 
on the throne of England the Hohen- 
szolterns and Hessians and Hindenburg- 
ers and ail the H's representing Heli 
on Earth in that day and generation 
Lafayette crossed the ocean on a slow 
sailing ship—so slow, so slow for-so 
swift a soul—and saved America.
